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Due  to  the  incredible  enthusiasm  and  effort  of  Saltus  students  our  sports 
programme  gets  bigger  and  better  each  year.  1996/97  certainly  was  one  of 
our  most  successful  years  in  terms  of  results,  but  it  was  also  hugely  success- 
ful in  terms  of  participation.  For  a  small  day  school  on  a  small  island  the 
breadth  of  our  sports  programme  is  incredible,  and  when  we  play  teams 
from  overseas  we  find  ourselves  to  be  highly  competitive. 

To  do  justice  to  all  that  the  students  have  done  is  best  perhaps  best  seen  in 
summing  up  each  term,  and  allowing  the  photographs  to  show  the  rest  of 
the  story. 


At  Soccer  we  had  one  of  our  most  successful  seasons  ever.  The  1st  XI  in  a  15  game  season,  won  10  games,  drew  3  and  lost  just 
2.  One  of  the  losses  being  in  the  cup  final.  The  team  members  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  hard  work  and  dedication. 

Obviously,  one  of  the  highlights  was  our  very  successful  tour  of  the  U.K.  in  which  the  soccer  and  basketball  teams,  brought 
us,  as  a  school,  nothing  but  considerable  credit  and  an  invitation  to  return. 

The  Inter  XI  had  another  first  rate  season  finishing  as  runners-up  in  their  league  and  narrowly  losing  the  cup  final.  The  Jun- 
ior XI  show  great  potential  and  are  to  be  congratulated  for  reaching  the  cup  final,  losing  it  narrowly  in  a  close  game. 

At  interhouse  level  Saltus  house  won  the  Under  13  competition,  Butterfield  took  honours  in  the  Under  15  division  and  Saltus 
won  the  senior  division. 

Saltus  students  have  participated  in  a  number  of  intramural  activities,  and  have  been  active  in  a  great  many  sports  outside 
school.  Other  than  their  participation  in  local  teams  in  the  sports  already  mentioned,  the  following  deserve  comment. 
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Squash  club  has  continued  and  our  students  have  done  well  in  many  competitions.  In  Table  Tennis  Saltus  did  extremely 
well  in  the  Bermuda  Open  Junior  Championships.  Chris  Dawson  won  the  Under  19  category  and  Noel  Pearman  placed  3rd. 
Ben  Dier  placed  4th  and  Chris  Wells  finished  5th.  Ben  won  the  12-14  division  while  Giles  Spurling  placed  2nd. 

In  the  Bermuda  Junior  Triathlon  Championship  Kris  Hedges  was  first  overall  and  first  in  the  16-19  age  group.  Tyler  Butter-

In  the  Interschool  Swim  meet  our  boys  won  the  overall  title  for  the  20th  suc- 
cessive year,  and  our  girls  showed  what  tremendous  strides  we  have  taken 
since  going  co-ed,  as  they  won  the  overall  girls  competition  for  the  first  time.
